VIOLENTLY INSANE 


Well Known Physician Tries 
to Kill Himself. 


TWO MEN STOPPED HIM, 


WALKED INTO A HARDWARE

WAS A DESPERATE STRUGGLE. 


Dr. Hasse Was Prostrated by Heat 
Last Summer and This Is Be:

Dr. Otto Hasse rushed into the hardware 
store of John M. Ried at 401A Easton ave- 
nue at 11:30 o’clock Saturday morning. He 
was only partially clothed, and his eyes 
were wild and staring. 

Mr. Ried arose and asked what he wanted. 

“I want to buy a knife quick,” he re- 
plied. He looked around nervously to see 
if he were observeé. 

The hardware merchant took a knife from 
the show-case. He opened the blade and 
handed it to Dr. Hasse. 

The doctor turned his back on Mr. Ried, 
who thought the action suspicious. He ran 
from behind the counter and saw that Dr. 
Hasse was trying to plunge the blade into 
his heart. wel 

Mr, Ried sprang forward and seized Dr. 
Hasse’s wrists in both hands. The doctor 
struggled furiously to free himself from the 
grasp. 

“They are trying to murder me,” he 
shrieked. “I will save them that trouble.’’ 

‘Man, you shall] not harm yourself here!’ 
cried Mr. Ried, struggling with the mad- 
man. 


His father called for him to assist in dis- 
arming the man. 
Hasse was overpowered and disarmed. 

. Pre police were sent for and Patrolmen 
Roach and Collins arrested Dr. Hasse and 
took him to the Sixth District Station. It 
was seen there that his wounds were not 
serious and he was forwarded at once to 
the City Hospital, where he was locked in 
the observation ward, 

Dr. Hasse is one of the best-known phy- 
siclans of the West End, and until lst 
summer enjoyed a large practice. His right 
name was Hasseteufel, meaning Hasse of 
the Devil, but about twenty years ago, 
while a young man, he had his name 
changed to Hasse by act of the Missouri 
Legislature, 

In the latter part of July of last year, 
Dr. Hasse was overcome by the heat. 

For ten days he was between life and 
death, but finally pulled through. 

Then it was discovered that at times his 
mind was unbalanced. Since then he has 
often been moody and melancholy, and 
again noisy and violent. 

He was unable to keep up his practice, 
and his family and friends became alarmed 
for him. 2 

Dr. H. W. Hermann of 3542 Page boul- 
evard treated Dr. Hasse. The latter's hal- 
lucination was that his Hfe was in danger 
from poisoners. 

Within the last week his conduct became 
strange, for it was at times bordering on 
the violent. 

Saturday morning his physician and fam- 
ily decided it would be unsafe not to have 
him restrained. He remained in his room, 
but at 11 o’clock got up and dressed, all 
except putting on a shirt. 

It was Dr. Hermann’s hour to visit him. 
Dr. Hasse evidently got some inkling of the 
intentions of his phys'cian and family.

CANTON. O., Dec. 4—Mrs. McKinley’s 
end ts fast approaching. Soon after 6 
o’clock the family was called around the 
bedside. , 

Mrs. McKinley was still living at 7:30 
o'clock this morning. Except increasing 
weakness and more visible evidence of the 

near approach of the end, there was little 
change in her condition during the night. 
Several times the rapid failing became so 
noticeable to the friends about the bedside 
was thought the summons pad 
come, This condition was emphasize) by 
a slow pulse. The radical change for tNe 
worse which this condition seemed to pre- 
sage did not occur. At 6 o’clock, however, 
the patient was so weak that it seemed that 
she must soon yield, and those of the fam- 
ily who had sought rest were summoned, 
The patient, however, continued, as she had 
peen during the night, just slowly wearing 
away and steadily weakening. 

The President remained at the bedside 
almost the entire night, repeatedly declin- 
ing to seek some sleep at the solicitation of 
the family till the night was nearly spent. 
At no time since taking the flowers yester- 
day afternoon has Mrs. McKinley shown 
evidence of consciousness or that she rec- 
ognized her children around her bedside. 

Dr. Phillips left the McKinley house at 
9:50, after examining the patient. He could 
only repeat what he has said before, that 
death is slowly, but surely, drawing near. 
There had been a slight rally since the 
alarming condition at 6 o’clock, but this 
was not a significant rally. The patient is 
exceedingly weak, at times life being al- 
most imperceptible. The doctor says it is 
possible that she may live the greater part 
of the day. 

At this hour the President has not altered 
his plans, announced last night, of return- 
ing to Washington this afternoon for the 
opening of Congress, if the weather is such 
as to allow him to travél, Mrs. McKinley, 
‘together with Mrs. Abner McKinley and 
daughter, Mabel, will return to Canton with 
the President when he hag completed the 
important work which calls him there. 

Miss Grace McKinley of Smith College, 
Northampton, Mass., a granddaughter, will 
reach here to-day.

PARIS, Mo., Dec. 4.—Kansas jack rabbits 
will be slain by the thousands and shipped 
to St. Loujs. They will constitute a Christ- 
mas offering from the farmers of North- 
east Missouri, to the poor of a great city. 
The plan was suggested by the action of 
Gov. Leedy of Kansas, who first proposed 
the idea of giving the poor of the cities of 
his State a big Christmas dinner by organ- 
izing rabbit hunts among the sportsmen 
and the farmers. - The idea was. readily 
adopted in Kansas, and when the farmers 
of this part of Missouri heard of it they 
resolved to pursue a similar course for jack 
rabbits are quite as plentiful in this section 
as they are in Kansas. 

The plan was first though of in this 
(Monroe) County, and when it was suggest- 


ed to the farmers of Ralls and Marion Coun- 
ties they enthusiastically concurred in the 
sroposed arrangement. The: date for the 
ig hunt has noi yet been set, but it will be 
in plenty of: time to give the farmers a 
chance to display their marksmanship, and 
at the same time not crowd the railroad in 
getting the game to St. Louis. Mr. Howard 
Eliott of the Burlington Route has agreed to 
See that the rabbits are transported to St. 
Louis free of charge, whatever the number 
may be. Arrangements will be made there 
for distributing them, and it is safe to pre- 
dict that no poor family in the city will go 
hungry on Christmas Day, when the news 
becomes generally known, for there: will be 
rabbits to give away, if not to burn. 

Every farmer in this section is a crack 
shot with an old Martini-Henry rifle. He 
ean put a bullet through a squirrel’s head 
in the top of the tallest tree, can wing a 
turkey as far as a~gun will carry, and can 
calculate to a certainty just how far a 
rabbit is going to jump, and which way. 
Whenever a brigade of these sharpshooters 
get out after the rabbits in the hilly parts 
of these three counties there is bound to 
be a terrible slaughter, and there will be 
enough jack rabbits’ ears to plaster a town- 
ship. The sport islooked forward to eager- 
ly by residents of this section, and many 
local Sportsmen have announced their in- 
tention of joining the farmers in the merry 
chase. The dead rabbits will be concen- 
trated at Paris, Perry and Palmyra, in the 
rthree different counties, and arrangements 
will then be made to have them transported 
to St. Louis as soon as possible. 

It is probable that other cities will be sup- 
plied in the same manner, but this:-has not 
yet been decided. But that the poor of St, 
ere will receive an abundance is a cer- 
ainty. a

A STUDY FOR PSYCHOLOGISTS. 


Pen Picture of the Man Whose Case 
Aroused Judge Adams to Such 
Interest That He Delayed 
Sentencing Him.

William Mills Westerfield, alfas Butler— 
“Bill Wesfeil,”’ they call him down in Law- 
rence County—is a study for psychologists. 

He is the man told of in Friday’s Post-Dis- 
patch, whose passion for good literature got 
him in trouble with the Federal authori- 
ties, and whose case aroused extraordinary 
interest in Judge Adams, 

He is 26 years old. The greater part of his 
life has been spent in a primitive commun- 
ity, where “book learning” is the excep- 
tion, yet Westerfield’s desire to read is so 
great that he does not hesitate to risk his 
liberty to gratify it. How he got books 
from various publishing houses by pretend- 
ing to be secretary of an orphans’ home at 
Roundout, N. Y., of which he represented 
ex-Postmaster-General Bisséll to be Pres- 
ident, has been told. 

His requests, written on letter heads 
which he had engraved with a purpose to 
defraud, rarely failed to bring the books he 
wanted Sometimes the benevolent book- 
makers would send a nice letter to ‘‘Secre- 
tary Butler,’’ expressing the hope that the 
orphans would grow to be good women and 
great men through reading the best books. 
At the New York end of the line, Wester- 
field had an arrangement with a relative 
who shipped the books te Spencer, a hamlet 
in Lawrence County, where Westerfield re- 
celved them. 

It was in 1891%hat Westerfield inaugurated 
his scheme, Just a year later the Govern.- 
ment sleuths found him out. Since’then he 
has been arrested four times and has served 
twenty-four months in jatl—all for love of 
books. ; 

How much more jail life & in store for 
him will not be decided untfl Judge Adams 
has seen the book swindler’s sister, Mrs. 
Lake, whom he directed the Marshal] to. 
rng to St. Louis from Mt. Vernon, Mo., 
at the expense of the Government by next 
Friday. 

Westerfield completed a term in the Iron- 
ton jail Thursday and was immediately re- 
arrested because he obtained books by the 
same old fraud while in jaii, 

In the winter of 1892 Maj. J. W. Eldridge, 
then a deputy marshal in the Western D.s- 
trict of M.ssouri, penetrated the Ozark hills 
of Lawrence County and arrested Wester- 
field for the firt#t'me. Maj. Eldridge found 


terest In her, both on the part of Mrs. Otto 
and Mrs. Gaston. Mrs. Otto thinks the girl 
mentally unable to look after a fortune. 
Mrs. Gaston says Pauline is able to care 
for herself, and that Mrs. Otto has no c!a!m 
on her.

Mrs. Otto and Mrs. Gaston have had two 
encounters since their interest in the girl 
deepened. Wednesday Mrs. Otto called at 
the Gaston residence and insisted on seeing 
Pauline alone. Mrs. Gaston refused to leave 
the room. While her benefactors were quar- 
rel'ng Pauline went into hysterics. 

Thursday Mrs. Otto went to the house 
again. She was met by Mrs. Gaston, who 
orderéd her out and threatened to call a 
policeman. Mrs. Otto wanted a police- 
man, too, but none was called, and the 
he'ress with too many friends was spared 
another hvsterical attack. 

Pauline Hoffman is a dark-haired girl. The 
lines of her face show signs of former 
beauty, but she is now a p.cture of abject 
misery. Consumption is eating her life away. 

She was convulsed with sobs several times 
during the recital of her story to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter: ; 

“I don't want to go back to Mother Otto” 
she said in broken English. “I am seized 
with fright when I see that woman. She 

fai me twice and locked me up in a closet 
She beat me w'th a whip the second day I 
was at the home. She beat me another time 
for taking an exira slice’ of bread at break- 
fast. The girls at the home nearly starve. I 
lived on bread and.water most o? the time 
They live om whaf the Lord sends them,

As gathered from her recital Pauline 
Hoffman was once one of the most beau- 
tiful «and wealthy girls tn Lud wigsburg 
Gormany. Her father wns a rich farmer. 
Pauline had admirers. One was favored. 

Though never mar- 
ried, children prattled at Pauline’s knee and 


ealied her mamma. The father tried in 
vain. to check his daughter in her way- 
ward course. Pleading and surveillance 


were in vain. The old man. became crazed 
with grief and rage in 1890. There were

Under the old rules, wnen the grain in- 
Spection at East St. Louis was under the 
Merchants’ Exchange control, those dis- 
satisfied with the decision of the Chief In- 
spector could appeal the case to the Board 
of Appeals of the Exchange, but since the 
inspection has been placed under the juris- 
diction of the Illinois State Board of Rail- 
road and Warehouse Commissioners, the 
decision of Chief Inspector Compton is 
final, and the Exchange has no power to 
alter it. The matter ‘will probably be car- 
ried to the courts, as the five cars com- 
plained of are only a starter. If the longs 
succeed in having these declared not up to 
grade, a large amount of wheat which has 
been graded as No. 2 red will also be re- 
jected. 

If this can be done it will enable the 
longs to manipulate their squeeze and force 
oo few remaining shorts to settle at fancy 
prices.

Now that the English have taken alarm 
at the label “Made in Germany,” and the 
German manufacturer cannot success- 
fully commete with American workman- 
ehip, it is necessary for the Kaiser to find 
new markets for German-made goods.

THE POOLING BILL. 

The St. Louis Traffic Bureau has not 
moved too soon in taking up the matter 
of the railroad pooling bill, which will be 
brought up in Congress with powerful 
backing, during the approaching session. 

Stripped of all disguises the pooling bill 
means the legalizing of a great railroad 
combine which will completely crush 
competition between transportation lines. 
It means an agreement among the rail- 
roads to distribute the traffic in the man- 
ner most advantageous to the roads and 
divide the earnings. It is the trust 
scheme applied to railroad transporta- 
tion. 

No tngenuity of wording or of argu- 
ment suffices to conceal the fact that this 
amendment to the interstate commerce 
law is devised in the interest of the rail- 
roads as opposed to those of the produc- 
ers and shippers, in short, of the public. 
The conduct of the pool may be fair to all 
other interests, but on the other hand it 
may be unfair. The paramount consider- 
ation will be the interests of the rail- 
roads and it is idle to assert that the 
Interstate Commerce Commission can 
detect or prevent discrimination against 
shippers, or conditions which will sacri-. 
fice shipping interests to railroad inter- 
ests. 
If the combine shall find it advanta- 
zeous to discriminate against any ship- 
ping point or any shipping interest it 
will easily find a way to do so. That 
it would grant the rates which would 
prevail under competition is an absurd 
proposition. St. Louis had a hint of the 
kind of discrimination likely to-come out 
of a railroad pool in the proposed time 
differential on passenger rates. 

That a pooling law would be inimical 
to the great producing centers and the 
inland cities cannot be denied. It would 
place them practically at the mercy of the 
eombihe. But it will be flavored by the 
railroad and financial interests and 
through them powerful influences will be 
arrayed on its side. The West must or- 
ganize for an effective defense of West-

WHO CAUSHY TROUBLE. 


HOW STORMS ARE SIDETRACKED 


A Dissertation on Cold Waves and an 
Explanation of the Term, 
‘‘Rain or Snow.” 


Why is it that sometimes when the 
Weather Bureau says we will have snow 
that it rains? Or that when we are to have 
rain it snows? Or that when we are to have 
colder weather and storms it is warmer and 
clear? What geographical or meteorological 
pecularities are there about St. Louis 
that the weather predicted for us fails 
often to reach us on schedule time, if at all? 

A Post-Dispatch reporter put these ques- 
tions to Forecaster Frankenfield and 
gathered much interesting information. 

“To begin with,” he said, “the idea is 
erroneous that the predictions oftener miss 
than hit. The records prove the contrary, 
but the public only remembers the misses. 

“As to snow predictions, it is impossible 
to say with accuracy in this kind of weatHer 
whether snow or rain will fall. Although 32 
degrees is freezing point, it may rain with 
the temperature as low as 28. On the other 
hand it may snow at 38. To-day it is rain- 
ing at Springfield, Mo., with a temperature 
of 28, and at Palestine, Tex., with the ther- 
monteter at 30. 

“With the mercury below 28 deg., if there 
is any precipitation at all, it is bound to be 
snow—there is no way out of it. But between 
the 10 degrees, 28 to 38, there is no way of 
forecasting accurately rain or snow. Some- 
times we get around it by saying ‘rain or 
snow.’ If it rains or snows it is all precipi- 
tation, and our predictions are_ verified 
whether we call it rain or snow. We count 
it all fish’which comes to our net. 

‘“‘As to the sidetracking of cold waves, 
sometimes a cold wave may be coming in 
from the Northwest. There is nothing } 
sight to stop it. Towards evening a little di 
turbance in the shape of a low; barometer 
may come along from Colorado, /fand your 
cold wave is held up. It is just like two 
wagons meeting in a narrow lanes The 

rogress of one is necessarily delayed until 

t can back out, or pull out, to let the other 
get by. But the cold wave, if delayed, gen- 
erally gets here sooner or later. In rare in- 
stances it disappears entirely. 

“One reason why people think cold wave 
predictions are not verifiea is the improper 
use of the term by the newspapers, A pre- 
dicted drop of several degrees is called a 
cold wave by the papers, when we do not 
use the term, nor put out the cold wave flag. 

“ ‘Cold wave’ means something definite. 
Most people do not Know just what it 
means. uring December, January and 
February the cold wave flag is hoisted 
when the temperature-is expected to fall 
18 degs. or more, but the fall must carry 
it to at least 20 above zero to constitute 
a cold wave. A drop from 38 to 0 would 
constitute a cold wave, but a drop from 
43 to 2 would not, nor is a drop from # 


to 20. 

“In other months the drop must be 18 
degs., but the minimum temperature is 
placed at 24, instead of 20, the theory being 
that in the spring months a temperature 
of 24 is felt more severely than 20 in the 
winter. 

As to real cold wave predictions when 
the flag is hoisted, five out of six predic- 
tions are verified. Sometimes the drop in 
temperature may fall short a degree or 
two, and although to all intents and pur- 
poses it is a cold wave, the prediction is 
not technically verified. 

“This week the newspapers published pre- 
dictions of two cold waves. One of them 
should have been simply for cooler weather, 
The department only made one cold wave 
prediction, and that was verified. But in 
any event the local station is not responsi- 
ble for cold wave predictions. They are 
forecasted only at the chief stations, Chi- 
cago and Washington. 

“There is something peculiar about the 
conditions in Missouri. It is the dividing 
line between storms coming from the north- 
west and the southwest. A storm from 
the north may be switched off through Iowa 
and the other may fly the track and break 
for the Ohio River, both missing Missouri 


| entirely. 


“Storms, like electricity, will take the 
path of least resistance. That is why 60 
many go over the lakes, avoiding the ob- 
structions of forests and mountains on 
land. Storms have sense, like people, and 
choose the easiest way. Sometimes, - 
they act as if they had no sense at aj). 

“Many of the southern storms choose the 
Mississippi and Ohio rivers to avoid the 
Ozark Mountains, which are great storm 
deflectors. The Ozarks have a considerable 
influence on Missouri. Frequently jt wi] 
get cold in the northwest half of the Btate 
a day earlier than the southeast half. The 
Ozark Mountains hold up the cold wave. 
It is so right now. b 

There is a sharp contest going on: be. 
tween a cold wave in the northwest part 
of the State, and the storm moving up 
from the South. For two days the tem-

A WARRANT {ISSUED HERE. 


POLICE BELIEVE THE cmancz fa 
BOGUS ONE TO GET HIM 
IN MISSOURI. | 


SHARP PRACTICE WILL FOLLOW 


No Witness Will Appear, So the Po- 
lice Allege, and a Criminal 
Lawyer Will Work the Ha- 
beas Corpus Dodge. 


According to Sheriff T. E. Pratt of Marion 
County, Missouri, and certain members of 
the St. Louis Police Department, there is a 
plot on foot by friends of JohA Graham, an 
alleged notorious gold-brick swindler, who is 
now under arrest at Pinckneyville, Ill., to 
secure his release by illegal means, Graham 
is said to have swindled people right and 
left out of large sums of money in the last 
few years, and is said to be wanted by the 
authorities of several States. 

The alleged plot was revealed to Chief Des- 
mond on Friday by Sheriff Pratt, who stated 
that several well-known St. Louisans were 


mixed up in it. The story as told by Pratt is 
as follows: 

“Early last month Graham was arrested 
at Palmyra, Mo., charged with attempting 
to swindle Robert L. Bowles, a prominent 
banker, out of $10,000 by means of the time- 
worn ‘Indian and gold mine scheme.’ 

“The Indian was said to be in Iowa with 
the gold bricks, while Graham is,said to 
have tried to consummate the deal in Mis- 
souril, After his arrest a question of juris- 
diction arose, which resulted in Graham be- 
ing taken to Keokuk, Io., for trial, by 
Sheriff Pratt. Meanwhile ‘Attorney John A. 
Gernez of St. Louis, representing Grah&am’s 
friends here, made several ineffectual at- 
tempts to secure the prisoner’s release by 
writs of habeas corpus. 

Before Graham’s case was called for trial 
John A. Bowlin of Duquoin, Ill., appeare 
at Keokuk and identified Graham as the 
man who swindled him out of $1,500 a 
year previous by the gold brick scheme, 
As the Keokuk authorities did not have 
a clear case against the prisoner they de- 
cided to turn him over to the IlNinols au- 
thorities. Sheriff Pratt took Graham to 
Pinckneyville, Ill., the county seat of Perry 
County, 

During the trip he claims that Graham’s 
friend offered both himself and his deputy 
$1,000 if they would give the prisoner @ 
chance to escape. Pratt said he learned 
that Attorney Gernez had made arrange- 
ments to secure the prisoner’s release on a 
writ of habeas corpus as soon as he ar- 
rived at the Union Station in St. Louis, but 
he thwarted that scheme by crossing the 
river at Alton and proceeding to Pifckney- 
ville, on the Illinois side, thus giving St. 
Louls a wide berth. 

When the officers at Pinckneyville tried 
to find the prosecuting witness against 
Graham, Bowlin was not to be found, and 
the popular impression there is that he had 
been bought off. The Prosecuting Attor- 
ney of Perry County, Ill, has offered $25 
reward for his arrest on a charge of com- 
pounding a felony. 

Now comes the alleged plot to secure the 
release of the prisoner. n Nov. Attor- 
ney John A. Gernez of St. Louis appeared 
at the office of Assietant Prosecuting Attor- 
ney Johnson with a warrant fully filled out 
asking for Graham’s arrest on a charge of 
grand larceny. The warrant set forth that 
on Oct, 20 Graham stole a diamond stud 
valued at $200 and $28 in cash from one 
Tom Donlon. A man giving the latter 
name Wags present and swore to the infor- 
ae Sy and Col. Johnson issued the war- 
rant, 

A negro named Taylor, said to be em- 
ployed by James Cronin is named in the 
warrant as a witness to the robbery. Ger- 
rez represented to Johnson that Graham is 
wanted in several States and that it was 
desirable to have him answer to the charge 
here before being taken elsewhere. 

Denlon gave his address at the Perry 
P‘e Co., but investigation shows that he 
has not m employed there for a year. 

Gov. Stephens issued a requisition on 
Gov. Tanner of Lllinois for Graham, wh'ch 
was honored, and Chief Deputy Adolph 
Troll is now in Pinckneyville to get the 
prisoner,
